In China trade the position of Japanese 
and German shipping is about the same, but 
the former is almost exclusively. interested 
in the trade in those parts of China which 
are nearer to Japan, With regard-to the 
| share of Japanese shipping in the coasting 
{rade of South and North China, our con- 
temporary, the Japan’ Chronicle, says. it is’ 
very small and far between, while as to. that 
in the South Seas and South ‘Asia it Is 
almost #é/.°. There can’ be litle question 
that with the expansion of the national power 
and the develojinent of commerce, Japan's 
maritime, trade | will gradually . extend in 
these directions, but ‘this is not the time to 
wail idly for nalural growth, In the opinion 
of the vernacular journal, the Japanese 
people ought to strive aggressively «for the, 
exploitation of new fields. of activity for’ the 
profitable disposal of the surplus shipping.
